BUT STATEMENT THAT " MINISTERS EXCHANGED VIEWS ON SOME 
PRESENT INTERNATIONAL PROBLEMS" WOULD SEEM TO INDICATE 
POSSIBILITY OF LESS THAN PERFECT AGREEMENT. 

2. CHNOUPEK WAS ACCOMPANIED TO MOSCOW BY CC INTERNATIONAL- 
AFFAIRS CHIEF AUERSPERG AND DEPUTY FOREIGN 

MINISTER GOETZ. LATTER IS RESPONSIBLE FOR 
RELATIONS WITH SOCIALIST COUNTRIES ( OTHER 
THAN USSR, WHICH WE ARE TOLD CHNOUPEK HAS HANDLED 
PERSONALLY SINCE JANUARY), BUT HIS BEST- KNOWN TASK 
HAS BEEN AS LEADER OF CZECHOSLOVAK DELEGATION IN 
TALKS WITH ERG. THIS, PLUS FACT THAT FRG- CZECH 
NEGOTIATIONS BEGIN IN PRAGUE MAY 7, WOULD SEEM TO 
INDICATE THAT GERMANY MAY HAVE BEEN A PRINCIPAL 
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
